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'DID FOR THE FLEET..

HUNDRED and thirty years ago a 

uame was played: that cha* ged the 
croise of history. “The playground was 
the Mediterranean, the stakes the future 
of India and-the East. and amongst the 
players were a Corsican general who 
dteamt that he was another Alexander, 
the sister of Marie Antoinette, herse?f a 
queen; a“ young English admiral, whose 
name is now a househo.d word; and a 
blacksmith’s daughter, whose beauty 
caused a sensation wherever she went. 

In the summer of 1798 Europe was 
seething. with unrest. Revolutionary 
France, already drunk with the wine of 
freedom, had tasted ‘the wine of victory 
as well. From the chaos of the Revolu- 
tion had risen a young citizen army, 
where every private carried .a marshal’s 
bition in his knapsack, <n army whose 
adored leader was now General Bonaparte. 
By the summer of 1798 t!.e Netherlands, 
the Rhine Provinces and the whole of the 
Norti of Italy lay under tie heel of 
France. Then Napoleon turned his gaze 
east. ‘The Ottoman Empire was tottering. 
He would vo to Egypt, and from there— 
* Six will enable me to get to 
India.” 

Immense preparations were made. A 
force of 54,000 men, 280 transports and 
55 sail yvathered at Toulon, Marseilles, 
Genoa and Civita ~Vevchia, nominally 
under Admiral Brueys, but really under 
the personal direction of Napoleon. No 
one knew its destination, so St. Vincent 
sent Nelson to watch it with eight ships. 
Kight ships te watch 335—with the 
ordc:s “To proceed in quest o: the arma- 
ment preparing by the enemy at Toulon 
and Genoa, the object whereof appears to 
he an attack upon Naples or Sicily, the 
ey.eyz.ce of an army to some part of the 
coast of Spain, for the purport. of march- 
ing towards Portugal, or to pass through 
the Straits with a view to proceeding to 
Ireland.” ; 

Naples—Spain—Ireland! That was all 
the information Nelson had. And then 
the game of hide and séek becan. 


THE STORM’S PART. 


Nelson sailed from Gibraltar, and in the 
Gulf of Lyons ran into such a gale of wind 
that the Vanguard had her main an ' fore 
masts carried. away. All night she 
struggled With the wind, and th? next day 
the Alexander had to tow her into the 
harbour of San Pietro. 

‘‘T-‘ought not to call what h ppened to 
the Vanguard by the coll nane of acci- 
dent.” wrote Nelson to his wife, “I firmly 
helieve that it was the Almighty’s good- 
ness, to check my consummate vanity. ... 
Ficure to yourself, on Sunday evening, at 
sunset, a vain man walking his cabin, 
with a sguadron round him, who looked 
to their chief to lead them to glory, and 
in whom their chief placed the firmest 
reliance that the proudest ships of equal 
numbers belonging to France would have 
lowered their flags; figure to yourself, on 
Monday morning when the sun rose, this 
‘proud man, his ship dismasted, his fleet 
dispersed, and in such distress that the 
meanest frigate out of France would have 
been an unwelcome guest.’’ 

Nelson little knew what part in the 
ereat chase the storm had played; for in 
it the French fleet’ had slipped past the 
Enelish, all unnoticed in the thick 
weather. The first move in the game was

‘The Vanguard refitted in the Sardinian 
harbour. Joined by a reinforcement of 
ten ships, Nelson sailed on. The game 
had ve-commenced. On June 11th Napo- 
leon was near Malta and Nelson north of 
Corsica. On the 20th the ‘English passed 
through the Straits of Messina and sailed 
south-east. Meanwhile the French were 
sailing due east. On the nicht of the 
22nd-23rd the two fleets ci:-sed each other, 
and when day dawned were cat of sight. 
Nelson, cramming on all sail, reached 
Alexandria on the 28th, found that the 
French were not there and headed for Asia 
Minor. Napoleon arrived on July Ist and 
landed his army. It looked as if Nelson 
had ijost the game, and Ut. Vincent was 
severely censured for having sert so young 
an officer upon so important a mission. 

Back went Nelson to Sicily, .or he must 
obtain provisions or he could r-* continue. 
And here misfortune met him again. The 
Neupolitan Government, hitherto friendly, 
were now in mortal terror of the French 
Directory. Ferdinand of Naples, shaking 
in his shoes for the safety of his crown, 
was not disposed to help. Already he 
could f el the vengeance of those terrible 
French. He evaded the questicn while 
the precious moments slipped by, and 
Trowbridge and Hardy, Nelson’s emis- 
snvies, began to despair. They appealed 
4o the Ambassador, Sir William Hamilton, 
but he had already done his best. This 
time the game seemed lost indeed. But 
they had’ reckoned without the Ambas- 
sador’s wife. 


“PATRONESS OF THE FLEET.” 


Emma, Lady Hamilton, whose beauty 
Romney has immortalised, was a bosom 
friend of the Queen, Mar.e Caroline, and 
the Queen hated the French as only a 
sister of Marie Antoinette could hate 
them. “To her Emma repaired, but at first 
she did not find her task an easy one. 
What. Marie Caroline asked, cculd she do 
when the King would do nothing? But 
Lady Hamilton thought she could do a 
sreat deal. Had she not a seat on the 
Council, as mother of the heir to the 
throne? Was she going to let these French 
adventurers destroy Europe when she 
could prevent it—she, the daughter of 
Maria Theresa of Austria and the sister 
of the murdered Queen of France? Was 
Napoleon to conquer the world unchecked ? 
Provisions were all the British Fleet 
needed and they would hound that devil 
Napoleon to his doom. 

Marie Caroline signed the order herself. 
Nelson and his fleet could provision where 
they chose. Triumphant, Lady I*=milten 
bore the order to Nelson. The game hac 
becun once more. It is small wonder that 
the Navy hailed Lady Hamilton as the 
“ Patroness of the Fleet.’’ 


LAUREL UR CYPRESS. 


“Thanks to your efforts,’’ wrote Nelson, 
‘we have victualled and watered, and 
surely, watering at the fountain of 
Arethusa. we must have victory. We shall 
sail with the first breeze, and be assured 
that I will return either crowne’ with 
laurel or covered with cypreéss.’’ 

They sailed from Syracuse on July 
25th. On the 1st of August they arrived 
at Alexandria and caught their first 
vlimpse of the enemy they had pursued 
so long. The story of the Battle of the 
Nile is too well known to need repetition. 
The French fleet was. destroyed and 
Admiral Brueys went down on the Orient. 
India was saved with Britain’s naval 
supremacy in the Mediterranean was 
assured. 

Years later, Lady Hamilton applied for 
a pension for her services in regard to the 
victualling of the Fleet. It was refused. 
By that time she was no longer the 
Patroness of the Fleet, but the woman who 
had separated Nelson from his wife.

Eugene O'Neill for Russia. 


Eugene O'Neill, the brilliant and daring 
Irish-American dramatist, whose works are 
now achieving a world-wide popularity, 
is, I hear, going shortly to Russia, where 
he will witness a production of his play, 
‘Lazarus Laughed,’’ by the Moscow Art 
Theatre. 

O’Neill’s plays are frequently produced 
in Moscow, and recent performances have 
included ‘‘The Hairy Ape,’’ and his 
powerful play on the passions, ‘‘ Desire 
Under the Elms.’’ 

English audiences have lately shown a 
decided liking for some of O’Neill’s works, 
and in particular ‘‘ Anna Christie’’ has 
been played in several English provincial 
towns. Usually the performance of this 
play arouses controversy because of its 
alleged vulgarity, but even its critics are 
ready to admit the great dramatic powers 
of the author. 

His plays are, of course, familiar to 
Trish audiences, and the Dublin Drama 
League is entitled to credit for its courage 
in presenting them. Many judges of 
drama assert that O’Neill’s plays, far 
from being immoral, have an influence for 
good, and their views have recently 
received influential support in the award 
to O'Neill of this year’s Pulitzer Prize of 
1,000 dollars, for which one of the qualifi- 
cations is ‘‘the raising of the standard of 


good morals.”’

All the great oil companies will be 
represented at the coming Oil Conference :

Captain Campbeli’s New Bid. 


I see that Captain Malcolm Campbell 
intends to make a new speed-bid early this 


autumn. 

That he should choose to make his 
attempt somewhere near the centro of the 
Arabian Desert has caused surprise to 
many people unacquainted with the con- 
ditions there, which in some ways are 
ideal. 

Two hundred miles east of Damascus 
there is a stretch of hard, flat, sunbaked 
mud which is in itself over two hundred 
miles wide. It was Air-Marshal Sir 
Sefton Brancker, Director of British Civil 
Aviation, who first suggested to Captain 
Campbell that this vast and ideal sur- 
face might be more suitable than the com- 
paratively limited space of Daytona 
Beach. Whether the temperature—it is 
sometimes as much as 110 degrees in the 
shade—will have an adverse effect on the 
engine remains to be seen. At any rate 
the experiment is to be tried, and Captain 
Campbell’s car will be brought from 
Damascus by a ‘‘ Desert crawler’’ with 
caterpillar wheels. 


Auxiliaries in a New Role. 


Few people are aware that there is 
already a Trans-Desert Mlotor Service with 
bi-weekly trips in both directions, running 
between Beirut and Baghdad. 

The service was started in 1920 by two 
young enterprising Australians, Norman 
and Gerald Nairn, who on their demo- 
bilization from the Army elected to stay 
in the Near East instead of returning 
“Down Under.’’ 

They blazed a trail across the uncharted 
desert, and in spite of periodical attacks 
by Bedouins, shortage of water and diffi- 
culties almost innumerable, continued to 
transport freight and passenge:s from the 
Mediterranean to the Tigris. To-day they 
are the moving spirits behind the Nairn 
Transport Company, with a fic-:t of high- 
powered Hispano-Suiza cars which make 
the 800-mile journey in 21 hours, with 
only a single stop at Ramadi Wells to 
replenish the water supply. Their enter- 
prise has made it possible to save the six 
to eight days’ journey by sea which the 
east-bound traveller spends on board ship 
hetween Port Said and Karachi. At least 
three of the drivers on this route are ex- 
Auxiliaries. 


Free State Banking. 


I understand that the Irish Free State 
has appointed the Bank of England to 
handle its financial affairs in London. 
The duty might have been entrusted to 
one of the Irish banks having a London 
branch, but it was deemed wiser to avoid 
a distinction which might have been 
regarded as invidious. SBesides, as the 
Irish Free State currency is linked to the 
British, and any variation is highly un- 
desirable, a firm link with the ‘ bankers’ 
bank ” will be an advantage. 

The incident is, moreover, another of 
the many signs of improved relations 
between London and Dublin. Anti-English 
feeling in Ireland has never been more 
than skin-deep.

But to 
accomplish that we must go in more in- 
tensively for training; we must get the 
prover tracks, provide up-to-date training 
facilities, and adopt the right methods. 
Unless we do that we ought to retire 
gracefully from the Olympic Games.

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HE Annual Congress of the Inter- 
national Federation of League of 
Nations Societies, held this year at the 
Hague, has just concluded its sessions. It 
was attended by the representatives of 
societies which are working on behalf of 
the League in some twenty-five countries, 
the League of Nations Society of Ireland 
sending a delegation of three. 
The Hague has a long-established 
tradition as an international centre. Here 
were held the pre-War Veace Congresses 
which, however partial their successes, yet 
paved the way for the League of Nations. 
Here is the Peace Palace, foundod by Mr. 
Carnegie. in which now sits the Per- 
manent Court of International Justica 
Close by is Delft, with the grave of 
Grotius, founder of International Law, 
upon which a wreath was laid as a tribute 
from the Congress. 

Moreover, the people of Holland have, 
beyond most people, an international out- 
look. They have been indomitable fighters, 
but are now among the most peaceful 
people to be found. Their situation, in 
close contact with the principal « untries 
of Western Europe, and in a lesser degree 
their Asiatic colonies, give them a larger 
outlook on the world than most small 
nations possess. It is not for nothing that 
virtually every educated Dutchman can 
speak three languages as well as his own, 
and that many of them have an extended 
acquaintance with the literature and 
thought of Great Britain, France and 
Germany. 


DUTCH HOSPITALITY. 


Certainiy our Dutch hosts “did the 
Congress proud.” In fact some felt that 
their hospitality was so overwhelming 
that it left too little time for business. 
There were receptions by the Netherlands 
Government, by the Municipalities of the 
Hague itself, of Amsterdam, Rotterdam, 
Arnhem, Delft, and some smaller places ; 
excursions most thoughtfully arranged and 
efficiently carried through, not to speak of 
private invitations to luncheons and 
dinners and the delightful hospitality 
accorded to many of the delegates in 
Dutch families during the whole of their 
stay. Everything possible .2s done to 
make the stay of the foreign delegates 
enjoyable and interesting. 

If one excursion remains most in the 
mind it is that on the final day of the 
Congress to Arnhem in seventy private 
motors, nearly across Holland from West 
to Kast. This was quite a triumphal pro- 
cession. All the schools en route had been 
notified, and the children were drawn up 
to greet us with cheers as we went past, 
in fact the whole population of the villages 
gave us their welcomes. At Arnhem itself, 
after a sumptuous dinner, we were con- 
ducted to the station in a torch-light 
procession, headed by a band, the streets 
being lined by dense crowds. 


THE LEAGUE LANGUAGES. 


All this was excellent propaganda for 
the League. Written down it may seem 
of little importance. but it does mean 
something when delegates from so many 
different countries, many of whom fought 
on opposite sides in the Great War. are 
thus seen publicly linked together in a 
demonstration on behalf of peace and of 
the League of Nations. 

To come to the deliberations of the Con- 
gress itself. It met in the famous old 
building, the Binnenhof, where the: Dutch 
Parliament. or States-General, holds its 
sessions, the actual meetings being held in 
the Second Chamber, which corresponds 
to the Dail Chamber in Leinster House. 
The Irish delegation, it so happened, was 
allotted, by reason of Ireland’s position 
in the alphabet, the seats which would 
normally be occupied by the leaders of the 
Opposition. The proceedings were in 
French and English, with occasional 
speeches in other languages, the most 
eloquent being one in Spanish by a dele- 
gate from the Argentine, one cf those very 
rare speeches which is loudly cheered by 
an audience which can scarcely understand 
a word, but is carried away by the 
eloquence and enthusiasm of the speaker. 

Owing, however, to the fact that the 
Congress was predominently European in 
composition, French was the most com- 
monly spoken tongue, and when time 
pressed and translations were not de- 
manded, English-speaking delegates had 
to follow as best they could. 


PROGRESS IN PROPAGANDA. 


The subjects discussed fell under two 
main heads. The first was the actual work 
of education and propaganda on behalf of 
the League which is being done by the 
societies which compose the Federation. 
As regards this the news was distinctly 
encouraging. Some societies are, indeed. 
far in advance of others, but in general 
it was reported that interest in and know- 
ledge of the League is steadily growing. 
In particular, increased attention is being 
given in many countries to the instruction 
of the young in League matters, and to 
the inculcation of an international outlook 
through the schools. In this, as indeed in 
League propaganda in general, it is inter- 
esting to note that one of the societies 
which is doing the most extensive work is 
in a country one of the furthest removed 
from Geneva—namely, Japan. 

Of more general] interest were the various 
resolutions regarding the work of the 
League of Nations itself and the problems 
which the world is facing at the moment. 
A resolution was passed warmly welcoming 
the Kellogg Pact, and urging its accept- 
ance without reservations, Italy alone 
objecting for reasons which did not seem 
to be clear. This resolution may be re- 
garded as finally disposing of the fears 
that the Pact (in its latest form) runs 
counter to the League Covenant, since this 
Congress, composed of strong supporters of 
the League, would have been quick to 
recognise any drawbacks in it from the 
League point of view, had such existed. 


AN IRISH PROPOSAL. 


The Congress spent much time in trying 
to harmonise two resolutions put forward 
by the French and German delegations 
respectively, the latter laving stresa on 
the need of immediate disarmament, the 
former ón the need of security before dis- 
armament can take place. In the end an 
agreement was reached which, even if it 
did not leave either delegation entirely 
satisfied, yet enabled the Congress to pass 
the two resolutions, somewhat ma (8 at 
the same session. Among other motions 
may be mentioned one urging the ratifica- 
tion. without revision, of the Washington 
Kight Hours’ Convention, this being 
strongly supported by the British delega- 
tion, notwithstanding the present hesit- 
ancy of their own Government on the 
subject. Resolutions of the Conyrecs such 
as these are utilised in two ways, by being 
brought officially to the League of Nations 
itself at the next meeting of the Assembly, 
and, more important, by forming a pro 
gramme for individual societies which they 
are asked to press upon their own Covern- 
ments. 

_ The Irish delegation had one resolution of 
its own on the agenda, asking for the sup- 
port of the other national societies for the 
‘World-Wide Campaign for .¢ Renun- 
ciation of War and for Disarmament.” 
recently inaugurated in this country, The 
resolution, it is satisfactory to report, 
was, after disenssiun, unanimously pas->d 
by the Congress ; and, though it is yet too 
soon to predict how large the response will 
be, it can be said with confidence that a 
number of countries do intend to go for- 
ward with a campaign for these great 
objects, waged by means of resolutions and 
memorials, on the lines suggested from 
here. If the contributions of the Irish 
delegation to the discussions were few and 


| modest, it had. at any rate, te credit of 


President to control them. But, 
apart from the actual deliberations, such 
congresses have a value—possibly their 
most solid value—in bringing together the 
representatives of so many countries and 
enabling them to learn from and under- 
stand cach other. 

It is no small thing to find a British 
Adn:iral and a German General co-operat- 
ing heartily and on terms of friendship 
to work out proposals regarding disarma- 
ment, nor to find Hungarians and 
Rumanians, or Germans and Poles, dis- 
cussing the problem of the treatment of 
minorities. And, from our point of view, 
it was interesting to discover—to take one 
example—a Yugo-Slav professor, who had 
made a close study of the Irish Free State 
Constitution, and wanted the fullest in- 
formation as to the changes in it which 
are being made at present. Indeed, the 
amount of interest in Irish affairs taken 
by delegates even from distant countries 
was often surprising. It is to our own 
advantage, as well as in the interest of 
world-peace, to send to such congresses 4s 


strong delegations as possible. 
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TAILTEANN GAMES. 
MOTOR BOAT RACING ON THE 
SHANNON. 


At last night’s meeting of the Couneil of 
Aonach Tailteann, in Dublin, the director, 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, read a cablegram from Arch- 
hishop Mannix, of Sydney, in which his 
lordship guaranteed sufficient money to cover 
all the expenses of the Australians who are 
coming to compete at the Tailteann Games. 

The meeting passed a special resolution 
thanking the Archbishop for his generous 
response to the Council’s request for his 
assistance. 

The director remarked that with the 
Australians will come three wrestlers, who are 
competing in the Olympic Games. It is 
expected that they will be seen in exhibition 
bouts in Dublin, 

In the course of a review of the work of 
the various sections it was stated by the 
director that the entries for gymnastics were 
very heavy. 

Mr. Craigie reported that a slight hitch 
had arisen in connection with the motor boat 
racing. The committee in charge had re- 
luctantly come to the decision that there was 
no course in the vicinity of Dublin safe 
enough for the light, high-speed boats coming 
to compete, and they recommended that the 
contests be held on Lough Ree or Louch 
Derg. The taking of the racing from Dublin 
had the compensation that it would draw 
attention to tbe attractions of the inland 
waters of Ireland for the cruising of motorist. 

It was decided to hold the races on the 
Shannon at Athlone, between the 13th and 
24th August. 

Mr. Reidy. for the Music Committee, re- 
ported that for the military, police and civil 
hand contests, thev had secured two very dis- 
tinguished adjudicators from FEngland— 
Captain Stretton, of the Roval Artillery Band 
and Mr. L. Hind. A.R.A.M. 

Mr. H. B. O’Hanlon reported that the 
arrangements for the vachting competitions 
were proceeding very satisfactorily. They had 
secured an entry of eighty boats, from all 
parts of [reland as well as one from Australia, and 
one from South Africa. As he had to leave 
Dublin for a time. he asked the Council to 
anpoint Captain Robert Kellett to take charge 
of the vachting organisation. This was agreed 


to. 

Mr. Walsh said that the special thanks of 
the Council were due to Mr. O'Hanlon for 
many valuable and intricate services rendered 
to Aonach Tailteann during the past three or 
fonr months. 

Mr. Travers reported that the Decoration 
Committee were very satisfied with the nublic 
response to their appeal for funds. While the 
individual contributions were not so large as 
in 1924. the number of subscribers covered a 
much wider circle of supporters of the Games.

CREAMERY BILL. 
BAN ON A GERMAN FACTORY 
IN TIPPERARY. 


The Committee stage of the Creamery Bill, 
1928, was then taken. | 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
moved an amendment to Section 14, which 
provides that it is not lawful for any person 
to maintain a creamery to which the section 
applies unless such person is authorised to 
do so by licence granted by the Minister. 
The amendment sought to apply this section 
to any creamery which, on or after the ist 
January, 1928, and before the passing of the 
Act, either was opened for the first time or 
carrying on a creamery business, or was re- 
opened for the carrying on of at ype 
business after a period during which suc 
business was not carried on. 

Mr. HOGAN said that the amendment was 
designed to prevent competition with estab- 
lished creameries. There was one particular 
case in Tipperary where a German firm put 
up some buildings in competition with the 
condensed milk factory. It was a wealthy 
firm, and they could afford to work at a loss 
so as to get the trade from the Irish com- 
pany. As a rule, when foreign firms came to 
this country they came to the Government 
looking for support, but when this firm came 
they said they did not want any money. He 
told them that if they started the factory 
against his wishes and against the policy of 
the Department, they would do so at their 
own risk. They were encouraged by one 
society, and began operations not withstand- 


ing the warning they had received. They 
did all this in the teeth of the advice of the

SENATORS’ TERM OF 
OFFICE. 


EXPECTED DIVISION NOT 
DEMANDED. 


The House resumed the debate on the 
second stage of the Constitution (Amendment 
No. 7) Bill, 1928, which proposes to amend 
the Constitution by reducing the term of 
office of senators hereafter elected, . and 
making consequential alterations in regard to 
the proportion of members of the Senate to 
be elected every three years. The bill pro- 
vides that, while senators elected in 1925 shall 
serve for iwelfo years, as originally arranged, 
those elected/to fill the places of members 
retiring in 1928 shall be nine years. 

Discussion continued on Mr. de Valera’s 
amendment: “That the bill be not further 
considered until the Dail has come to a deci- 
sion as to the total number of members that 
should constitute the Senate.” 

Mr MacENTEE objected to the period of 
nine years. It tended to make men so 
elected independent of the body that elected 
them, and this danger was accentuated by 
the fact that they would not be elected by 
the direct suffrage of the people. He did not 
think that the life-time of senators should 
exceed that of the Dail, so that in case a 
new party came into power that party weuld 
have some say in the election of senators. He 
presumed the present Government would not 
deny a Nationalist or Republican Govern- 
ment the same privileges that they themselves 
enjoyed. 

President COSGRAVE—That is a 
subtle distinction. 

Mr. ANTHONY—What Republieans—-out- 
side or inside the Dail? 

Mr. MacENTEE—We 
Republican Party. 

Mr. T. J. O’CONNELL—We consider we 
have as much right to call ourselves 
Republicans as you have. 

Mr. MULCAHY (to Mr. MacEntee)—In the 
absence of your objective, the Chairman of 
the Labour Party is right 

Mr. MacENTEE—There can be little doubt 
about our objective. It has been stated 
time after time. It is the establishment of 
a Republican Government for the whole of 
Ireland. 

CARDS STACKED AGAINST DAIL. 

Mr. F. FAHY said that six years was a 
long enough term to give the Senate. 

Mr FLINN said that the bill raised rather 
an interesting mathematical possibility. If 
the Dail was constituted in the proportion 
of 106 antagonistic and 46 in favour of the 
Senate at no time and under no condition 
would that Dail be able to alter the Cor- 
stitution or the orientation of the Senate. If 
at á general election the Dail were returned 
with a two to one majority opposed to the 
Senate they could not change the constitu- 
tion of the Senate, because even if there were 
106 of a majority of the Dail voting against 
the type of person in the Senate the remain- 
ing 46 voting members of the Dail, plus 
the sixty senators could neutralise their 
efforts.. Thus the Senate would be the only 
institution in the State that would not be 
under he control of the Dail. A two to one 
majority in the Dail could not, change the 
constitution of the Senate no matter how 
many times ‘n succession they were returned 
at general elections. The Government had 
deliberately stacked the cards in favour cf 
the Senate 

Mr. T. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that the reduction of the period of 
oftice of senators from twelve to nine years 
was as nothing compared with some of the 
additional powers that were being given to 
the Senate. There was, he held, no justifica- 
tion for giving a senator twice as long 4 
period of office as a member of the Dail. 
The period of nine years was unnecessarily 
long, and would place the Senate in a position 
where it would be extremely hard for the Dail 
«iterwards to change its legislation. It was 
putting the Dail in an ignominious position. 

Mr, LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said 
that they were giving a vested class in this 
country greater privilege, and, while he was 
not in favour of any kind of intolerance 
towards the British classes in this country, 
it should be frankly recognised in the Con- 
stitution that they should be prevented from 
becoming a danger to the State. Nothing 
had done more to bring the Government into 
disgrace among the people of the country 
than the manner in which they had en- 
deavoured, by these bills, to keep the vested 
interests in the Senate, and that body had 
now come to be regarded as a complete farce. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 54 votes to 49 

OPPOSITION'’S CURIOUS TACTICS. 

Speaking on the main motion—that the 
bill be read a second time, 

Mr. LEMASS asked the Cumann na 
nGaedhea! Party would it not be better, even 
in their own interests, to reduce the period 
from nine to five years. It would be well 
that the Dail should retain some control over 
the Senate. Great changes had taken place 
during the past ten years, and further 
changes might take place during the next. 

Mr. T. J. O’CONNELI said that he was 
voting on the merits of the bill, whether the 
Government stood or fell. ‘The principle of 
the bill was to reduce the term; yet Fianna 
Fail were prepared to vote against it. If 
they succeeded in defagting the second read- 
ing the term of office would remain at twelve 
vears. His party did not stand for that. 
They believed that the term of office should 
be reduced, and if. on Committee stage, an 
amendment were introduced to reduce the 
period to six years they would vote for it. 

Dr. RYAN (F F., Wexford) said that the 
only way that thev could express their dis- 
satisfaction with the nine-vear term was to 
vote against the second reading. 

President COSGRAVE. said that it was 
obvious that if they objected to the nine 
years’ term they were in favour of twelve. 
(Fianna Fail Members—‘‘ No, no.”) He 
charged that Deputy de Valera and his party 
had ‘not the faintest conception of how they 
would alter the Senate if they were in office. 
Deputy de Valera did not concern himself 
with anything bhnt that. This was a 
measure introduced by the majority party in 
the House. Twelve years were objected to, 
and the Government proposed to reduce the 
term. In order to get out the twelve they 
must put in some other figure, or the twelve 
remained, and the only question was whether 
it should be twelve or nine. 

On the mofion for the second reading being 
put from the Chair, there was no demand by 
Fianna Fail for a division. 

President COSGRAVE—They 
verted now. (Langhter. ) 

The second reading was agreed to, and the 
Committee stage was fixed for the 10th of 
October.

NBW ELECTION SYSTEM 
FOR SENATE. 


MR. LEMASS SEES HIMSELF A 
MINISTER. 


Mr. R. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, moved the secon} reading of 
the Senate Electoral Bill, which provides for 
the election of members of the te to 
fill the vacancies which will occvr in a few 
months’ time. 

Mr. DE VALERA submitted thet the bill 
was not in order, as it was brought in too 
soon. It anticipated the decision of the 
House on other measures which were before 
the House, but which had not yet reached 
their final stages. 

The SPEAKER ruled that the bill was 
in order. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that there was 
no urgency for the bill. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the bill must 
have its second reading before the House 
adjourned for the recess; so that it should 
not be further delayed when they resumed 
in October. This was necessary if the 
Senate election were to be carried out in 


time. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he was going 
to oppose the bill, and that the excuse given 
by the Minister did not impress him. His 
\party thought that the Senate was to be 

iven powers that it ought not to possess. 
He suggested that the Government were pro- 
moting this bill, because it.would have the 
effect of strengthening their side. The idea 
of nomination was a bargain which would 
give this privileged class a preponderating 
influence. 

The PRESIDEN T—That is not true. 

Mr. DE VALERA—Everybody knows 
that it is true. The Unionist section of 
the country would not themselves be able to 
get the number elected that would give them 
the privileges that were expected for them. 

MR. LEMASS’S ROSY VISION. 

Mr. LEMASS. said that some other pro- 
vision should be made fer the nomination 
of the returning officer, and that ihe power 
of the returning officer should be such that 
a candidate would have the same rights at 
that election as under an ordinary Dail 
election. He alleged that it was easy for the 
Minister to find out how each person voted, 
because the returning officer would have the 
numbers of the votes; and he would be 
appointed by the Minister. It was easy for 


‘the Government to know. how persons voted, 


but the Opposition would not know—and that 
was called a secret ballot. It was unfair 
that the Senate. which consisted of only 60 
members, should have power to nominate as 
manv candidates as the Dail, which consisted 
of 153 members. Every eandidate could 
attend at the issuing of the ballot papers. 
and would be able to get considerable in- 
formation that would assist them in canvass- 
ing. ‘The returning officer would be a mem- 
her of the Cumann na nGaedheal. and could 
give a considerable amount of information. 

Mr. SHEEHY (Govt., Cork W.) protested 
against insinuations of that kind. He was 
surprised to see the deputy descend to that. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the present 
Minister for Local Government might not 
always he Minister for Local Government. 
“1,” said Mr. Lemass, “may he Minister 
for Local Government before long.” 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. SHEEHY assured 
that was not at all likely. 

Mr. LEMASS said that such a situation 
was not improbable, and then he would have 
the apnointment of returning officer. 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL said that they were 
opposing the bill because it took away from 
the people the right to elect the Senate. They 
objected to Section 5, whereby the Senate

the Dail. The Minister had not justified that. 
He did not see why three senators could 
secure the election of a man on the ‘panel, 
while it would require at least seven members 
of the Dail to do the same thing. If the 
election was to be by proportional representa- 
tion, nomination should be done in the same 
way. He did not} see why they should go to 
all the rounds proposed. He thought that the 
election should be conducted by voters hand- 
ing in their ballot papers in the Dail. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) said that 
the Government had manifested too much 
haste in introducing that legislation in view 
of the amount of incomplete legislation before 
the House. It was undemocratic that the out- 
going nineteen senators should have a vote in 
the coming election. On proportional repre- 
sentation Labour should elect two, Fianna Fail 
six, and the Government supporters eleven. 
That could not be done if the outgoing 
senators did not vote. He thought that the 
money to be saved on the Senate election 
Should be brought in as a supplementary 
estimate and used for the relief of unemploy- 
ment. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, said that the 
system of postal voting was regarded as most 
satisfactory for all concerned, as both Houses 
might not be meeting at the same time. Under 
the Ministers and Secretaries Act the Minister 
for Local Government appointed the officers 
to carry out elections to the Dail and Senate, 
and there was no other person to appoint the 
officer to carry out the election under that 
bill. Candidates for election could be present 
during the counting of the votes. The ques- 
tion of the Dail and Senate electing an equal 
number was a minor matter.

” EIREANN. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND ITS 
CAUSES. 


ANOTHER COMMITTEE 
SUGGESTED. 


-“ 


In Dail Eireann yesterday, 

Mr. de VALERA (F.F., Clare) asked Presi- 
dent Cosgrave if he would request the Dail 
to appoint a Committee to consider and re- 
port upon the causes of the continuance of 
widespread unemployment in the Free State 
and to recommend remedies therefor. 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that he did not con- 
sider that the setting up of a Committee on 
the lines suggested would be calculated to 
add to the existing information regarding 
causes of unemployment. So far as remedies 
for unemployment were concerned, a Com- 
mittee had already reported on relief measures 
capable of early or immediate application. 
The remedy for unemployment due to general 
economic conditions Jay in the improvement 
of those cc nditions, and the extent to which 
Governmental action could usefully be 
directed to that end was not a question 
which could profitably be referred to a Com- 
mittee of the Dail. 

Mr. de VALERA—Is the President satis- 
fied that the causes have been sufficiently 
examined ? 


ALREADY REPORTED ON. 

Mr. COSGRAVE—They have been reported 
upon at considerable length, and examined 
with a view to getting a solution along the 
lines suggested, but success in that respect 
has not yet been achieved. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary) 
asked what effect had been given to the 
Committee’s recommendations. 

Mr, COSGRAVE—Every possible effect has 
been given. 

Mr. MORRISSEY—Will the President give 
one effect’? 

Mr. COSGRAVE—The question of the ex- 
ploration of economics of housing and the 
employment recommended to be given during 
the winter period. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8S.)—That 
Committee in the first report stated that 
they did not consider it to be their duty to 
investigate the causes of unemployment at 
all. 

Mr. COSGRAVE—They were not actually 
asked to report on the causes of unemploy- 


ment. Practically every department of the 
Government had the matter under investi- 
gation. 


Mr. de VALERA—Why not try and get 
the assistance of all the parties in an effort 
to solve the problem. 

NOT A PARTY QUESTION. 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth)—Is the Presi- 
dent, satisfied that his Party has done all it 
could do to solve the unemployment problem? 

Mr. COSGRAVE—It is not a question of 
party at all—it falls upon the whole State. 

Mr. de VALERA—How can parties in op- 
position help if we do not get data? i 

Mr. Cosgraveis reply was inaudible in 
the Press gallery, but it caused Mr. de 
Valera to exclaim ‘‘ Oh, nonsense !

CLONDALKIN SUNDAY SCENES. 

Mr. SEAN BRADY (F.F., Dublin County) 
asked the Minister for Justice whether he 
was aware that responsible residents had 
made frequent representation to the Civic 
Guards comphining of scenes of great dis- 
order which occurred every Sunday at Clon- 
dalkin; and whether, in view of the fact that 
the disorder still continued, he would state 
what immediate steps he proposed to take 
to remedy matters. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
only one complaint had been received in 
regard to disorder at Clondalkin on Sundays. 
On June 11th two local clergymen made 
representations to the Guards, as a result of 
which the district officer arranged to be 
present in the village on Sunday, 17th June, 
and following Sundays. No great disorder 
was discernible. and there was no great 
drunkenness. The police were paying very 
special attention, not only to Clondalkin, but 
to all centres that attracted large numbers 
of people each Sunday, and he had no reason 
to believe that any of the disorder which 
could be prevented by the police took place. 

Mr. BRADY—The scenes at Clondalkin 
every Sunday are of such a disgraceful char- 
acter that all sections of the people in the 
district have repeatedly protested against 
them, and asked that some remedy should 
be applied. Is it a fact that the police 
actually arrested fourteen persons? On that 
particular day the sergeant told one of the 
clergymen who had complained that he had 
not force enough available, as two of the 
Guards were in charge of fourteen prisoners. 
In reply to a previous question I was in- 
formed here that only one person had been 
arrested that day. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin County)— 
Is it not a fact that these two clergymen are 
still dissatisfied with the situation in Clon- 
dalkin? Will the Minister remove the 
causes that create these conditions? I un- 
derstand that the licensed houses are per- 
mitted to open an hour earlier and to dust 
an hour later than tne ucensed houses in the 


city. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY replied that 

he had no control over that matter. 
RESIGNED MEMBER OF R.I.C. 

Mir. LE VALERA asked the Minister for 
Finance whether he was aware that, contrary 
to the final sentence in his reply of November 
16th last, no steps had apparently been taken 
to consider the case of Mr. T. J. McElligott, 
now of Bedford, Listowel, Co. Kerry, whose 
services to the national movement from his 
resignation from the R.1.C. in 1918 were on 
record, or to consider any similar case. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the case of Mr. 
McElligott and others similarly situated had 
been under his consideration for some time 
past, and whilst he had not yet come to any 
definite conclusion as regards any of them he 
might say that so far as he had gone he had 
formed the opinion in McElhgott’s case 
that whatever his leanings were afterwards 
his resignation could not be attributed to 
national sympathies. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) asked if 


the Minister was aware that there were 
several cases of ex-R.I.C. men who were dis- 
satisfied. 

Mr BLYTHE—There are many dissatis- 
| fied. 

Mr DE VALERA—When did you come 


to the conclusion about Mr. McElligott? 

Mr. BLYTHE—Within the past two or 
three months. If the Deputy would care to 
discuss the case again I would suggest that 
he read Mr. McElligott’s own letter of resig- 
nation, which was published in a police and 
oe: official gazette on the llth June, 
1919. 

Mr. DE VALERA—I will raise the matter 
on another occasion when I read that letter. 

Mr. BLYTHE informed Mr. Goulding 
(F.F., Waterford) that the recess would give 
the desired opportunity of completing the 
bill to deal with the claims of ex-members 
of the R.1.C., which was recommended by 
the Committee of Inquiry, and he hoped to 
introduce the bill on the resumption of the 
House after the recess.

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BOY DROWNED AT 
DOLLYMOUNT. 


“ CURLEY’S HOLE "’ CLAIMS 
ANOTHER VICTIM. 


A rider to their verdict “that a large 
notice board should be placed in a prominent 
position warning the public that the spot 
is extremely dangerous for bathing,’ was 
added by the jury at the inquest held by 
Dr. Mortimer Walters, Coroner for North 
County Dublin, at Raheny, last evening, on 
Denis Glennon (5), of 9 Wellington street, 
Dublin, who was drowned last. Monday in the 
vicinity of ‘Curley’s Hole,” Dollymount. 

Patrick Glennon, father of the deceased 
boy, said that his son left home with his 
other children on Monday between 3 and 4 
p.m. accompanied by their aunt. About 
9 p.m. that evening he was informed that his 
boy had been drowned. 

Bridget Downey, aunt of the deceased boy, 
said that she undressed the boy, as he had 
got his clothes wet while playing with the 
other children. He then left to rejoin his 
companions, and she later discovered that he 
was missing. Searchi for him, she saw 
a crowd at ‘‘Curley’s Hole,”’ where she found 
her nephew, who had been removed from the 
water. \ 

Sergeant Peter O'Reilly said that artificial 
respiration was tried without avail. 

To the Coroner—The vicinity in which the 
body was found was an extremely dangerous 
place, and a number of drownings had taken 
place there. 

The medical evidence showed that death 
was due to asphyxia, following immersion in 
the water. . 

A verdict was returned in accordance with 
the medical testimony, and a rider, as stated, 
added. 

The Corener said that he was informed that 
there was an average of two deaths a year 
among bathers at ‘“‘Curley’s Hole,’’ for the 
past ten years. 


"BUS DRIVER ON TRIAL. 


THE DEATH OF A HUSBAND 
AND WIFE. 


At the County Down Assizes yesterday 
before Mr. Justice Brown, Thomas David 
Walker, of Church place, Lurgan, a ‘bus- 


driver, was found guilty of the manslaughter 
of Ethel Mary Uprichard on June 19 last 
near Lurgan. The jury strongly recommend-d 
him to mercy, and he was put back uni.l 
to-day. 

The case for the prosecution was that Mr. 
Hugh Uprichard and his wife, both aged 
about thirty, were walking home from a 
“wake ” at one o'clock in the morning in the 
direction of Lurgan. They were on the foot- 
ogg which was seven feet wide, and, sadi 
Mr. Beattie, who stated the Crown case, the 
next thing known was that Mrs. Uprichard 
was dead and Mr. Uprichard was in a dying 
condition; in fact, he died next day. 

There could be no doubt, counsel said, that 
both had been knocked down by the prisoner's 
bus, and the Crown case was that the 'bns 
was on the wrong side of the road and ran 
on to the footpath, where the bodies were 
found, for a distance of 33 yards. The 
accused was perfectly sober on the occasion. 

The accused gave evidence in his own 
defence, and said that when the accident 
occurred the view was very poor. He saw 
two persons six or seven yards in front cf 
him on the left side of the road and sounded 
his horn and pulled to the right. At the 
same moment the two people turned to the 
right. He tried to avoid them and the ‘bus 
mounted the footpath, brushed the hedge 
and came out again on the road. 

He added that if the two people had kept 
straight on the accident would not have 
occurred. 


DERRY HARBOUR INSPECTION. 


The Londonderry Port and Harbour Com- 
missioners yesterday carried out their annual 
inspection of the port and harbour.

Higher and better yield 
is the product of research work, and 
the farmers of no nation will be the 
loser because their craft is practised more 
easily, more efficiently, and more profit- 
ably, in all countries. The farmers of 
the world, indeed, have common interests 
that are more far-reaching than commonly 
they realise. If farmers have gone through 
a hard time recently in Ireland, a | have 
been obliged to dispense with luxuries to 
which they had become accustomed, their 
story is not peculiar. Englis’. farmers 
are complaining that they cannot pay 
their bills out of their earnings. In the 
United States of America, materially the 
most prosperous region in the world, the 
farmers’ woes have become an acknow- 
ledged commonplace. 

It is clear that the cost of production 
in all branches of the farmers’ craft must 
be reduced. Only so can produce prices 
yield such a margin of profit as will 
make farming as attractive an employ- 
ment as others which call for immeasur- 
ably less capital, skill and perseverance. 
The attack upon the farmers’ costs must 
be made along several lines. Research 


operations of the field, the byre and the 
dairy—these give to the farmers of the 
world means to improve their lot. It is 
not in the laboratory and the workshop 
alone, however, that knowledge. must be 
gained and applied. In marketing, in 
transport, and in distribution there is 
wastage that must be eliminated if the 


farmer is not to lose an undue proportion 


of the selling price of his butter and 
eggs, his grain and his livestock. The 
experience of one country in these 
things, can be of large value to 
all. Ireland, we hope, will pro<t 
substantially from the exchange of. 
experience between our visitors and their 
hosts. Mr. Hogan, however, spoke home 
truths when he observed on Monday that 
the pioneering spirit of our Faculties of 
Agriculture and Dairy Science will not 
prevail if it be not supported by hard 
work. 


The Jubilee Nurses. 


At the annual meeting of the Council of 
the Queen Victoria’s Jubilee Institute for 
Nurses in Dublin yesterday Lady 
Kenmare read a statement from Sir 
William Hale-White concerning the de- 
liberations of a sub-committee which had 
been invited to consider a proposal to 
separate for the purposes of the Institute 
Northern Ireland from the Irish Free 
State. After evidence had ‘been heard 
both in favour of and against the pro- 
posal, the sub-committee decided that 
there should be no separation. Every 
friend of the Jubilee Nurses in Ireland 
will welcome this decision. Our readers 
will remember that some months ago 
certain representatives of Northern Ireland 
on the Irish Advisory Council of the In- 
stitute advocated the establishment of 4 
separate council for the six counties. The 
Free State representatives opposed this 
idea strongly on the ground that the work 
of the Institute in Ireland was too im- 
portant to be subject to dual control, and 
that, above all, political boundaries ought 
to have no validity in matters of human 
charity. For nearly forty years the Jubilee 
Institute has been active in Ireland. 
In 1923, after the establishment of 
the Northern and Free State Govern- 
ments, the Irish Advisory Committee be- 
came self-governing, and the Northern 
Ireland branch sent six delegates to a 
National Council. The endowment fund, 
by means of which two training homes are 
maintained in Dublin and 162 nurses are 
supported throughout the country, is 
collected mainly in the Free State area; 
and it was only when a fairly large sum 
was gathered in the North through the 
medium of the Queen Alexandra Memorial 
Fund that the movement in favour of 
separation was set on foot, 

Sir William Hale-White points out that 
nobody in the Free State wants separation 
from the North, and there are many in 
the six counties who share that point of 
view. Consequently, there is a majority 
in Ireland against the “scheme. Further- 
more, the establishment of a separate In- 
stitute in Northern Ireland would affect 
the efficiency of nursing in the Free State. 
It would be very costly, inasmuch as it 
would involve a complete duplication of 
staffs and the like, and, altogether, while 
it would do little good, it might do a great 
deal of harm. Ireland is a very small 
country. It is far too small to be divided 
into two for any purpose, but particularly 
for the purposes of the nursing of the poor. 
The Queen Victoria Nurses have done, and 
are doing, admirable work. Thcy know no 
boundaries of opinion or of creed; the 
alleviation of human suffering is their 
mission in life, and they do not care 
whether a patient is a member of this or 
of that party, or of this or of that religion. 
Why, then, should the work of these de- 
voted women be split up into political 
compartments? We are very glad that the 
proposal to separate North from South 
has been rejected, and hope now that 
everything possible will be done to unite 
the workers of both parts of Ireland in the 
good cause. The Queen Victoria’s Jubilee 
Institute is one of the finest organisa- 
tions of its kind in existence. Its work in 
Ireland needs no advertisement; for it is 
known wherever there are sick and needy 
sufferers. Unity of effort as wel] as unity 
of purpose is essential to its continued 
success, and we trust that henceforward 
the Institute’s supporters in both Irish 
States will follow the example of the 
medical profession and carry on their great 
work as if there never was such a thing 
as a boundary. 


Sea Terms. 


It has been suggested tha; “fright” 
should be substituted for “ starboard’’ and 
“left” for “port” in the nomenclature 
of the sea. This revolutionary change has 
been approved by the United Kingdom 
Pilots’ Association. Many vessels flying 
the American flag already have put it into 
practice, but the British Board of Trade 
dislikes so startling an innovation. A 
great many landsmen, especially readers 
of “nautical | fiction, will agree with the 
Board of Trade. Lord Clarendon once 
remarked that seamen at all times have 
been a people apart. The Phoenicians, 
the ancient Irish, the Norse and other 
sea-faring races regarded seamanship as a 
kind of secret art, not to be written about, 
but to be handed down from master to 
apprentice. Hence an extremely forceful 
and picturesque language of the sea arose, 
mysterious to all except the initiated. The 
seventeenth century author of « Seaman’s 
Dictionary inquired ‘‘ why the vulgar sort 
of seamen hate landsmen so m: .. and 
why they are so unwilling to instruct them 
in their art.” There was no nonsense about 
simplifying sea terms in ‘‘ Gulliver’s 
Travels.’’ ‘‘ The ship lay very broad off,” 
says Captain Gulliver, ‘‘so we thought it 
better spooning before the sea than trying 
or hulling.’’ ‘‘ We set in the lee-braces,”’ 
he informs the stupified land-lubber, “ and 
hawled forward by the weather-bowlings, 
and hawled them tight and belayed them, 
and hawled over the mizen tack to wind- 
ward.” It was not until eighty years ago 
that a really satisfactory guide to sea 
terms was published—‘‘ The Young Officers’ 
Sheet Anchor,” by a gentleman called 
Darcy Levers, whose naval career included 
experience as ‘‘ cook, cabin boy and beer 
drawer for the men.” Man; fine ex- 
pressions. full of sound and fury, even if 
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to landsmen they signify nothing, fell into 
disuse with the decline of the sailing 
‘ship. We should be rather sorry, however, 
if the last of them should be sacrificed to a 
mistaken zeal for uniformity. |

** Gate Crashing.”' 


At some important social functions 
in London within the past few days 
guests were requested earnestly to 
present their cards of invitation a; the 
door. These precautions have been 
necessitated by the new sport of “gate- 
crashing,’’ which has become very popular 
in Mayfair. Young men and women, 
generally of good standing, resort to 
parties without having received an 
invitation. ‘‘Gate-crashing,’’ of course, 
is not an entirely new pestime. It 
was known among the Greeks ard the 
Romans and other peoples who gave 
lavish entertainments and practised exten- 
sive hospitality. The prevalence of “' gate- 
crashing” in London at the present time 
is a symptom of a decline in manners and 
of the universal craze for pleasure with- 
out duties:or responsibility. It is difficult 
to see what satisfaction a person can have, 
who is in a position to pay for a supper, 
in spending the evening in a party where 
his presence, if it were known, would 
cause extreme annoyance to the hostess. 
The action of a well-known London hostess 
recently in asking some of these persons 
to leave was discussed widely. A “lead” 
of this kind seems to have been necessary. 
Suggestions are being made that visitors 
to balls and receptions in Mayfair should 
wear badges inscribed with their names, 
and that “black lists” should be cir- 
culated of persons who offend habitually. 
The “upper class” of society, in order to 
justify its existence, should mean some- 
thing more than a crowd of indisciplined 


pleasure-seekers.

DUKE OF YORK’S MESSAGE. 

The following telegram from the Duke of 
York was read:—‘‘ It is with the greatest 
pleasure that, as President. of the British 
Empire Cancer Campaign, I welcome the 
delegates to this first international Conference 
held in London on the subject of cancer. 
Many of you have travelled great distances 
in order to contribute your experience to the 
common fund of knowledge of this very im- 
portant, yet difficult, subject, and I desire 
to express to you my sincere welcome, and 
to express the hope that the united exper'- 
ences of those attending this conference may, 
in turn, enable all the delegates to carry back 
to their hospitals; institutions, and research 
centres throughout the world very intimate 
knowledge of the subject, and, refreshed with 
new ideas, to aid them in their great quest.

FURTHER STAGE OF ELUCIDATION. 

Gord Dawson of Penn, presiding over a 
section devoted to ‘‘ The Etiology of Cancer, 
said : ‘© We do not come here with any light- 
hearted optimism, thinking that, by the ex: 
change of a few words, a gigantic problem 
is going ot be solved. We do know that all 
this conference can do 1s to attempt a further 
stage of elucidation of this problem. We 
cannot, like some of our friends In other 
walks of life, by some magic touch remove 
such an evil.” | 

Doctors from Paris, New York, Munich, 
and Brussels gave encouraging reports of 
progress made with methods of radium treat- 
ment. 

Sir Gilbert Barling, Birmingham, speaking 
of-earcinoma of the tongue and mouth, said 
that of twenty-nine patients, twenty-seven 
were men, and two only were women. “Why 
is it.” Sir Gilbert asked, “ that the disease 
is“so much more frequent in males than in 
females? Is tobacco the main provoking 
cause in men’? In the middle-aged and 
elderly female hospital patient smoking 1s 
very ‘uncommon; in the male it is almost 
universal. 

CARCINOMA OF THE TONGUE. — 

* Looking to the clinical and experimental 
evidence, what may be spoken of generally 
as tar products have a pronounced effect in 
inducing carcinoma. The influence of 
tebacco, or rather the products of its slow 
combustion, is a point which deserves ex- 
perimental investigation. ’’ s 

‘Professor James Ewing, of New - York, 
ntentioned that the knowledge of the nature 
of the tumour process had made little pro- 
gress. “The ancients,” he said, '' sur- 
rounded this topic with an atmosphere of 
devils and demons, and assigned it to the 
démain of philosophy. The Middle Ages 
theorised about it vaguely, and later ap- 
preached it boldly, but vainly, from the 
chemical standpoint, while the moderns 
attack it with great courage by the weapons 
ofPiology, biophysics and bio-chemistry, but 
thus far without definite result. They have 
contributed some new descriptive facts of un- 
cértain significance, but nothing approaching 
a solution. ”’ 

CHIMNEY SWEEP’S CANCER. 

The problem of the nature of cancer was 
probably identical with that of the growth 
itself, of which we had only descriptive 
data. In that sense the cause of cancer re- 
nrained undiscovered, and would probably 
long-remain hidden. The capacity of tar and 
petroleum products to originate cancer began 
with the old cases of chimney sweep’s cancer, 
and in this petroleum age the study of these 
agents had developed into one of the most 
fruitful chapters in experimental cancer re- 
search. ‘It had been shown that coal tar 
extracts produced cancer with greater cer- 
tainty. than any other known irritant. Years 
might elapse between the application of the 
irritant “and: the development of the cancer. 

Professor Archibald Leitch, of the Cancer 
Hospital, ‘London, in a paper or “ The 
Pathogenesis of Cancer,” said that the fact 
that cancer was for the most part a disease 
of middle age or the elderly must net be 
attributed to a senility of the tissues. '“ We 
have demonstrated repeatedly,” he said, “ that 
if young animals and old animals are sub- 
jected simultaneously to cancer-inducing sub- 
stances, the result im point of time of the 
onset of tumour*formations is the same in 
both classes. 

THE NOXIOUS AGENT. 

“ Tt is not the age of the anima] that 
matters: it is the length of time of exposure 
to the noxious agent. ‘The reason, therefore, 
why the elderly, more than the young, fall 
vietims to cancer is that they have provided 
the necessariy long opportunities for the 
eflect of the agent to be produced.” 

Professor Veitch added that critical work 
done in various parts of the world, and 
especially by Dr. J. B. Murphy, of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research, 
had quite destroyed- the contention of Gye 
and Barnard that they had disevvered the 
living parasite of cancer. — | 

Among those who contributed to the dis- 
enssion was Professor Rhoda Erdmann, of 
Berlin, who spoke on “ The production of 
tumours in. rats by a faulty metabolism.”’

“Nursing knows no boundary, ré- 
marked Mrs. Archdale, of Fermanagh, at 
the annual general meeting of the Council 
of the Queen Victoria's Jubilee Institute 
for Nurses, held at the Royal College of 
Physicians’ Hall, Kildare street, Dublin, 
yesterday, when the report was read of a 
sub-committee, which considered the situa- 
tion created by the proposal that, for 
the purposes of the Institute, Northern 
Ireland should be completely separated 
from the Free State. ! 

Lady Kenmare, who presided, read a 
statement- from Sir William Hale-White, 
who said that he need not say much 
about the report, as it had been circu- 
lated and been in the hands of the 
members of the Council for a week. 

It had been noticed that the sub-com- 
mittee were requested firstly to go into 
the whole matter of the situation created 
by the proposal that, for the purposes of 
the Institute, Northern Ireland should be 
completely separated from the Free State. 

” AGAINST SEPARATION. 

The sub-committee had done this. 
They heard evidence from those who 
wished for separation and evidence front 
those who were against it. After due 
consideration, they decided against 
separation. Their chief reasons were 
that, as no one in the Free State seemed 
to desire it and several people in the 
North of Ireland had not desired it, it 
was clear that the majority of the Irish 
people were against it. 

It also appeared that separation would 
certainly do harm to the cause of nursing 
by the Queen’s nurses in the Free State. 
Also it appeared undesirable that there 
should be a division in the matter of 
nursing the sick poor, which was a 
charity. « Doctors also engaged in similar 
work -had . decidéd “that, for professional 
purposes, there should not be any separa- 
tion between the two. parts of Ireland. 
Then, too, Northern Ireland was too small 
to need a separate Council and a complete 


staff. 
HOPE FOR CONCORD. 

The second thing the sub-committee 
had to do was to suggest a means of try- 
ing to brimg the parties togethér. This 
they have done, andthe suggestions for 
that purpose are embodied in the report. 

“Your _ sub-committee,’ he added, 
‘earnestly beg this Council not<to lightly 
throw out this unanimous report, which 
is the result of many hours,;of careful 
thought. Rather let it go forward to the 
Irish Executive Committee “-with thi 
Council’s blessing, and in the strong hope 
that. it might pave the way to peace and 
concord in the charity.of nursing the sick 
poor throaghout the Whole of Ireland.” 

Mrs; Archdale said that she was deep] 
gratified to hear the good: news the Presi- 
dent had just imparted. “It means & 
creat deal to the North,” she said. “ We 
have had this thing hanging over us for 
months. Nursimg knows no boundary.” 


THE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

The report of the executive committee 
stated that throughout the country there is 
a growing increase in the interest in the 
work, and it is only the difficulty ‘of raising 
funds locally. that prevents new. nursing 
associations being established in Many areas. 
The Endowment Fund has now reached the 
substantial sum of £38,000; this has meant 
ceaseless, untiring effort, and «ig a fine 
tribute to the energy and enthusiasm of the 
amusements committee, who worked to col- 
lect the money.’ A total sum of £775 28. 
was raised between the féte at St. Anne’s, 
Clontarf, the ball in Punchestown-Week and 
the ball during Horse Show week, and 
Ss. 6d. resulted from a performance given by 
Mrs. Powell-Anderson and her cast in the 
Abbey Theatre in March. « f 
. The sum of: £12,568_13s. 8d. had been 
collected in response to the appeal for the 
Queen Alexandra Memorial Fund; £300 of 
this was subscribed to the visible memorial, 
and the balance divided in two moieties, 
after paying expenses, nainely~Nurse§’ 
Pension Fund, £5,849 3s. 10d., and Jubilee

THE NEED FOR THE NURSES. 

Lady Kenmare, who presided, asked Lady 
Desart to move the adoption of the report, 
which she hoped would be considered a re- 
cord of work faithfully carried out, 

It was scarcely necessary, Lady Desart 
said, to dwell on the need íor nursés for the 
sick poor in their own homes.:: “They could 
not fail to realise how appalling it must be 
to see their nearest and dearest suffering from 
a dangerous illness with no- skilled aid at 
hand. It was to relieve that suffering that 
their institute exists. They were painfully 
aware how far they fell short in their achieve- 
ments from their aims. There were many re- 
mote cornérs.of ithe country where the poor 
were unattended. The work was hampered 
by. want of funds. If they were given the 
pounds shillings and ‘pence that they needed 
they guaranteed that they ‘would provide 
nurses—as.many as were required. 

Our! nurses, she continued, are the very 
best; they have the strietest training, and 
undergo the severest tests “before they are 
allowed to: call themselves Qheen Victoria 
nurses. Now we have added child. welfare 
to the course of learning that they have to 
master before they can practice. At present 
we fail to attract the dion of candidate that 
we want, because our salaries are so hopelessly 
inadequate. They have nothing.to lay by 
for a rainy day, or tó providé a nest egg for 
the future. “We have to, dgpend—on that 
very small percentage with a sense of voca- 
tion. We need help to get the substantial 
subscriptions that it is necessary for us to 
have. 


THE DISTRICT NURSE'S WORK. 
The Hon. the Right Rev. Bishop: Plunket 
seconded the adoption of the report, and said 


that he considered it no small honour to take 


part in a meeting connected with the Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee Institute. It is, his lord- 
ship continued, a work very close to my 
heart—in fact, it must be close to the heart 


of every true Irishman or Ifishwonian, I have. 


a certain amount of definite practical ex- 
perience in what this seciety is doing. I am 
in close touch with the work that the St. 
Patrick’s Nurses’ Home is doing. That Home 
has been working for fifty-one or fifty-two 
years, and that makes it the oldest nursing 
home in the United Kingdom. One of the 
hardest tasks that any woman can face is that 
of the work of the splendid band of women 
we know here in Ireland as the Jubilee 
Nurses. Things are difficult at present, 
because we cannot obtain sufficient pone tes. 
One of the reasons, no doubt, is that from 
the point of view of salary we cannot offer 


anything like what a well-educated, capable 


woman can earn in other professions. But one 


of the greatest difficulties is that it is the least 
attractive of all nursing departments.

An entirely new type oí fighting aero- 
plane, details of which have hitherto been 
a closely guarded secret, will be seen in 
public ‘for the first time at Hendon’ on 
Friday, when it will take part in the 
1,050. miles air race rodad Britain for the 
King’s Cup.

Mr. Poole. Wilson, chief inspector under 
the Dairy Produce Act, explained that the 


“idea was to check the quality of the produce 


‘that they were exporting. That building com- 
prised a large examination hall, fitted with 
cold ‘air circulation to maintain the tempera- 
ture at 65 degrees F. approximately, and 
capable of accommodating 400 packages of 
butter. Two cold stores, with pre-cooling 


passage and refrigerating machinery, are pro- 


‘vided, together with chemical and bacteriologi- 
cal laboratoriés. 
OBJECT OF INSPECTIONS. 

These inspections have been regularly 
carried out during the past twenty-five years, 
except during the period of the Great War; 
bat until the butter-testing station was pro- 
vided in an adapted building no permanent 
accommodation was available for the purpose. 
The object of the inspections is to secure the 
continuous improvement of the quality of 
butter by stimulating proprietors and 
ma rs of creameries to devote increased 
attention to every detail in manufacture and 
packing. Through being obtained from 
ordinary stock by the inspectors, the samples 
under inspection yesterday could not have 
been specially prepared, even in the matter 
of packing. It was kept under ordinary com- 
mercial conditions for a period of from ten to 
fourteen days, and marks were awarded under 
the following. heads :— 

Maximum. 
Flavour 


Butter which is accepted in the trade as a 
commercial article is awardéd 56 points for 
flavour and 26 marks for texture. e marks 
are raised or lowered according to quality. 
Each sample is also tested for water cuntent 
and examined for weight. 

“We cannot,” said Mr. Poole Wilson, 
‘* follow what is known as the grading system. 
In this country we ship almost hourly, and 
there are seven or eight boats which gail from 
the Liffey ‘with little time between their 
arrival and departure. The only alternative 
we have to this is to call surprise inspections. 
We do that by sending a telegram for a 
package of butter to be sent to the butter- 
testing station by the first available passenger 
train, or else depute an inspector to select a 
package from stock. These packages are 
sealed with an iron band and cannot sub- 
stituted. On arrival at the station the boxes 
are cased in cardboard and kept in the in- 
ee room for from ten to fourteen days. 

fhen inspected the packagés, with the score 
cards, are returned to the creameries, so that 
any defects may be remedied.”’ 

A NATIONAL BRAND. 

Mr. Poole Wilson then went cn to explain 
that under the Dairy Produce Act provision 
is made for a national brand, This will be 
granted only to such creaméries as produce 
butter which is consistently good, and in this 
connection the marks awarded at surprise 
inspections will be taken into acyvount. A 
creamery whose butter scores less than 56 for 
flavour and 26 for texture at even one of a 
series of inspections will not be allowed to 
use the brand. Some defects can be remedied 
easily, but bad flavour means 
creamery must be overhauled and the ‘cause 
of the taint removed.: No amount of chilling 
will make badly made butter good. If any 
sample is suspected it is put into cold store 
and kept there to see how it will turn out. 

In the laboratories everything possible is 
done to get the work done quickly, since 
butter makers cannot afford to wait for weeks 
before knowing if there is anything in their 
output tlt requires to be remedied. “ There 
is ag deal of research work wanted in 
order to determine the reason why butter goes 
off,’ added Mr. Wilson, “and it is not going 
to be easily done. We hope to get sufficient 
material in our investigations to enable us to 
pass on the problem to the Dairy Science 
Faculty in Cork.”’ 

Mr. H. -T. B. Macauley, administrative 
officer at the butter-testing station, received 
the party, and the inspection was conducted 
under the auspices of Mr. R. D. Cole, 
inspector: Mr. P. A. Hansen, bacteriologist, 
and Mr. P. S. Arup, chemical analyst.

The adjourned meeting of Limerick Borough 
Council was uneventful. Last Friday night 
sixteen members left the Council Chamber 
as a protest against what they described as 
“the unfair method of election of com- 
mittees.”’ 

The. Mayor presided last night, and uo 
reference was made to the former proceedings. 
The voting for the election of ten members 
to the City Home and Hospital Commitice, 
which lead to the deadlock, resulted in a win 


of four seats claimed by the Progressive 


Party. The remaining appointments were 
filled by two Independent-Labour, two Fianna 
Fail nominees, one official Labour and one 
Independent. The Committee elected were :—

BOTTOMLEY LIBEL 
ACTION. 


THE DEFENCE OPENED, 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Horatio 
Bottomley, whose evidence has already lasted 
two and a half days, was continued in the 
King’s Bench Division to-day, before Mr. 
Justice Horridge and a special jury. The 
action was brought by Mr. Bottomley against 
Messrs. Hurst and Blackett, the publishers 
of “The Real Horatio Bottomley,’’ which 
was writlen by Mr. Henry James Houston, 
another defendant, Mr. Bottomley com- 
plained that certain passages in the book im- 
puted charges of blackmail against him. The 


defence was a plea of justification. 


On the conclusion of his cross-examination, 
Mr. Boitomley referred to maiters upon 
which he had heen questioned. 

Mr. Justice Horridge requested him to deal 
with them under their proper heads, as it 
was difficult for the jury to follow. 

It is tor me to follow, too, Mr. Bottomley 


“—- 
r. Justice Horridge—You are a man of 
verv considerable experience and ability. 

Mr. Bottomley—And a great deal of anxiety 
and hard work. 

Mr. Bottomley emphatically denied 
passages in the book relating to a sweepstake. 
There is not a word of truth :n any of the 
suggestions, he exclaimed; and I say now 
that I distributed every penny of the £25,000, 
and that not one farthing of it remained in 
my possession. Every statement in the book 
which I shall put to Mr. Houston in the 
witness-pox is a lie. It is a damnable lie, 
added Mr. Bottomley, to say that to satisfy 
£50,000 sweepstake winners [ spent the 
modest sum of £1,000. 

Referring to payments which it was alleged 
were made to Mr. Bottomiey to prevent 
him attacking certain London firms, Mr. 
Bottomley declared that there was not one 
atom of blackmailing elemént in these pay- 
menis. Í say that I honestly earned fees 
which were paid, he added. saw nothing 
improper in taking them. I was doing 
nothing more than is frequently done in 
other journals of great eminence, 

THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Comyns Carr, K.C., opening the 
defence, said that the allegations in the book 
referred to a subtly concealed and cleverly 
devised scheme of Mr. Bottomley, which was, 
in substance, blackmail. It was a scheme by 
which firms were induced to pay money when 
attacks had been made upon them, or were 
threatened. Whether the payments were by 
advertisement ur by a retaining fee to in- 
vestigate complaints said to have been made 
against the firm, the real purpose of the pro- 
ceedings was to put money into . Mr. 
Bottomley’s pocket, either directly or in- 
directly. That method was the quickest, 
easiest and cheapest way of silencing him. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Houston said that he 
was election agent to Mr. Bottomley at South 
Hackney in 1909. Afterwards he joined Mr. 
Bottomley’s personal staff. 

Referring to payments which it was alleged 
were made to Mr. Bottomley by a Birming- 
ham bookmaker, he said that Mr. Bottomley 
never told him the reason that the payments 
were made. | 

Describing a conversation which was alleged 
to have taken place at a luncheon to which 
he and Mr. Bottomley were invited by the 
directors of a London firm to discuss attacks 
which Mr. Bottomley had made on the firm, 
Mr. Houston said that Mr.. Bottomley sug- 
gested to the directors that they might “do 
the same as other big firms do—pay me a 
retaining fee of, say, five hundred guineas 
& year, and allow me ‘to adjudicate on 
a CM arising between yourselves and your 
staff.” 

A director lent Mr. Bottomley and Mr. 
Houston his car in which to return, and cn 
the way back Mr. Bottomley said to him: 
“That was a damned good luncheon. Did 
you notice that the old hand has not lost its 
cunning.” 

A year later, Mr. Houston added, he heard 
Mr. Bottomley say to one of the directors 
over the telephone: “ All right, I'll take it 
out in champagne.” 

The hearing was adjourned.
